r on Saturday, was born in Dillsburp, 
ork county, September 30, 1833 
He 


repared lor college at Beaver and In- 
ana academies aid was graduated 
rom Jefferson college in 1850. In 1854

e wss admitted to the bar and be- 
an the pract.ee of law. Between the 
me he was graduated from college 
nd h's admission to the bar he went 
outh for Ms health, aud there met an 
.d Gckool friend, with whom ho wan- 
ertd through the country, making a 
reciriuus living by giving a magic 
.ntern show with lectures. He wrote 
is lectures and manipulated the ma- 
line, although his friend did the talk-

Meeting with an accident in 


hich the lantern was burned, Qaay 
jit the lecture business and went to 
ex&s, where he taught school a while 
ud afterward enlisted to fiffht the Co.

Ha was elected to the Pennsylvania 
gislature in 1864 and at once became 
"•eminent in the Curtin wing of the 
Republican party and in opposition to 
>n. Simon Cameron. 


In 1865 Quay became the Curtin ean- 
idate for speaker of the house. There 
vas a contest for the United States 
matorship,in which Governor Curtin, 
General Cameron and others were eon- 
picuius 
I* was the first really prom- 


cnt political battle in which Quay 
ook part. He withdrew 
from the 


peakership fight, his patron, Gover 
uor Curtin,was beaten and Gan. Simon 
Cameron became United States seua- 
or. Quay denied the charge of sell- 
ng outCurtin. He then resigned from 
:he lorer house and became a state 
senator 


He began his political career in 


1856 
when he became prothonotary of 


leaver county. Since that time he 


appointod postmaster general he also 
broke away Irom the Pennsylvania 
leader. 


Quay joined the movement against 


the nomination of McKinley at St 
Louis in 1896 and instructed tbe Penn- 
sylvania delegation, which he con- 
trolled, to support himself ior presi- 
dent. McKinley, however, was nomi- 
nated and elected. 
Here again did 


Quay break away irom the adminis- 
tration because oi the appointmsnt of 
Charles Emory Smith as postmaster 
general, the latter having been one of 
Quay's chief political opponents in 
Pennsylvania polities. 


la 1900 Qaay did support McKinley 


Ior president, but iorced the nomina- 
tion "1 Theodore Roosevelt ior vice- 
president sgainst the wishes oi Sena- 
tor Hanna, chairman of the national 
committee. 


During all these years Quay was hav- 


ing considerable trouble in his own 
state. The antagonism of John W >n- 
amaker, the iailure of the Keystone 
and People's banks, which involved 
r-'ro in several financial scandal", led 
to his defeat for re election to the sen- 
ate in 1899. A feature of these financial 
scandals was the finding oi the cele- 
brated telegram to the cashier oi the 
People's bank, who had committed 
suicide, wh'ch was to this effect: "If 
you buy and carry a thousand Met. ior 
me I will shake the plum tree." Met. 
meant Metropolitan Traction company 
stock and the plum tree was a shower 
ol state money to be deposited in the 
bank. When the institution failed the 
state had SbOO.OOO deposited therein. 
Quay was indicted November 28, 1898. 
The trial took place in Philadelphia 
and was one el the most memorable in 
the history ol the Philadelphia courts, 
It began on April 10 and ended April 
21, when the jury brought in a vardiet 
oi acquittal. 
Immediately alter this 


Governor Stone appointed Qaay his 
own successor in the United States 
senate. The legality ol the appoint- 
ment was questioned, and he failed by 
a majority oi one vote to secure bis 
seat, that vote being cast by Senator 
Hanna. Quay bided his time and was 
elected by the legislature of 1901 after 
a fierce campaign, in which Quay was 
the sole issue. 


What covers one period in Quay's 


Lie was the deieat oi his candidate ior 
governor in 1890. He persisted in nom- 
inating George W. Delamator at a 
time when there was a popular de- 
mand for Daniel H. Hastings.

WHEN THE SAP RUNS.

Sap Flow In Vermont. 


It begins to warm up a bit along late 


In March in Vermont. The nights are 
still frosty, but the sunny days are 
genial, and there is a suggestion in the 
a!.r of the coming of the spring. If at 
this time the trunk of the sugar maple 
is tapped by boring into it Cor a depth 
of tbree inches or less and a "sup 
spout" or spigot is inserted the sup 
exudes anil falls, Crop by drop, quick- 
ly or slowly, according to the weather 
and tbe time of day. The flow is er- 
ratic and is governed by a multitude of 
conditions. 


The sap at first is a water clear and 


slightly sweet liquid, but as the sea- 
eon progresses the flow tends to lessen, 
and the sap is apt to thicken arj^ to be- 
come cloudy or even somewhat slimy 
at times. The duration of the sap flow 
is dependent upon weather conditions. 
It may be fairly continuous for some 
time, but is commonly broken up into 
distinct periods known as "runs." 


The swelling of the leaf buds prepar- 


atory to bursting marks the end of the 
flow or "season." Moreover, sap flows 
mostly ir. the daytime, occasionally at 
night and to any extent only on what 
are known as good sap days. A "good 
sap day" or "a good run of sap" oc- 
curs only after the air temperature has 
remained below 0 degrees C. (32 de- 
grees P.) for some time. If, following 
this, the temperature rises materially 
above that point the sap flows. If the 
day be too bright, warm and suuuy 
the flow is apt to start up briskly and 
soon lessen or cease, or if winds be 
high the flow is soon checked. If the 
sky be overcast and the air has warm- 
ed up a little a satisfactory run is like- 
ly to ensue. 
Alternate freezing and 


thawing, moderately warm days fol- 
lowed by freezing nights, are the ideal 
meteorological eouditious which pro- 
mote the flow. So long as the air tem- 
peratures remain constant, whether 
warm or cold, there is little or no sap 
flow.

The fresh air fashion has ceased to 


be a fad. Everywhere people are learn- 
ing the value of a life in the open air 
and are proving for themselves what 
even a few weeks of "roughing if out 
of doors will do. The complete change 
of habit aids the fresh air to get in its 
good work and it is not necessary for 
the tired toiler to take a long and cost- 
ly trip in order to make a total variety 
in the habits of daily life. Farmers' 
wives have found out that there is ben- 
efit to be derived from leaving home for 
a few days and camping down at some 
place a few miles from the farm. Busy 
city workers who cannot afford to 
take themselves and their families to 
distant rural spots have discovered 
that a tent or a cabin within a short 
ride of town, near enough for the bus- 
iness men to go back and forth to work 
on their wheels, is not to be despised 
as a maans of getting the change that 
every one should have in the course of 
the year. 


Perhaps man have more of the na- 


tive wood dweller in .their composi- 
tion than women, but they never 
seem to have much difficulty in adapt- 
ing themselves to the lack of home con- 
veniences and comforts during a camp- 
ing out period. Possibly this is be- 
cause they have less of the work of the 
purveying to do. Children, too, enjoy 
this sort of life and are never happier 
than when enduring some small priva- 
tion that makes them feel that they 
are leading a truly wild existence. 


The average woman does not take 


quite so kindly to the unconventional 
camp life—for obvious reasons. She is 
usually more a creature of habits than 
the man and she takes her pleasures in 
an orthodox fashion. 
Yet it is a good 


thing for her to ba shaken out of her 
accustomed round once in a while and 
even if she does not become so enthu- 
siatic over camping out as do her chil- 
dren and husband she can hardly fail 
to get real benefit from it. 


There are many ways in which the 


camp may be made comfortable for the 
seekers for health and change who can- 
not indulge themselves in the luxuries of 
those Adirondack campers who supply 
their rustic dwellings with brass beds 
and porcelain tuba. That sort of thing 
is not camping at all, in the real sense 
of the word, much as it may appeal to 
the lovers of the flesh pots. The day 
has gone by when a camp must of ne- 
cessity be a tent. A tent has its ad- 
vantages, but it also possesses draw- 
backs. In hot weather it is very hot, 
even although it cools 
quickly at 


night. In wet weather it is not always 
water proof and is chilly. 
Men anc 


boys are usually satisfied with it, but 
a woman owns to a preference for some 
kind of a shanty or shack when she 
goes camping. "Whether it be under 
canvas or beneath a more substantial 
roof, the main thing to make snre of in 
planning for a camp is that the beds 
shall ba comfortable. 


flsppUy a fair bed is easily achieved. 


Acimp cot—iwo lengths o! wood with 
a breadth of canvas between and fold- 
ing legs beneath—makes a bed not to be 
despised.especially when a rug or quilt 
or comfortable is laid upon it. 
Such a 


bed as this can be shifted from place 
to place, but the same resulb may be 
achieved with less bother of transporta 
tiou by driving into the ground fou 
posts, correspDndiug with the fou 
corners of the bsd, fastening strip 
from one ot these to the other so as tt 
fo.m a hollow square and to these 
strips securing stcut canvas. If one ii 
within reach of evergreens ia abund- 


sam or hemlock arranged on these for 
\ mattress. The old style of making a 
bed of boughs on the ground left much 
to be desired. In wet weather, even 
with a ditch cut around the tent, some 
dampness was sure to maka itself felt. 
Likewise crawling things found it 
very easy to get into the green mat- 
tress. 


The coverings for such a bed should 


be dark blankets—blankets are warm- 
er and lighter than comfortables—and 
there should be enough of them. Cold 
nights are not unknown even in sum- 
mer and if one lies awake and shivers 
during the dark hours there is not much 
good won from the camping out exper- 
iment. 
Let no woman be deluded in- 


to believing she can ba really comfort- 
able sleeping on a rubber pillow. This 
may do for a foundation, but for gen- 
uine comfort she will need a pillow of 
eathers or down.

.innel shirtwaists, as being easily 
lona up, soft stocks, instead of lauu- 
lered collars, knickers, rather than 
laborate underwear, stout boots and 
a soft hat. 
"Frills" of any sort are 


ut of place in a camp—ucless it be 
me of the luxurious es'ab'ishmants to 
which I have already referred. 


In the regular hunting camps where 
here are guides, these take charge of 
he cooking and the women of the 
party do not hava to trouble themselves 


'ith anything in the way of kitchen 


work. 
But there are many camps 


where the women do the honsework 
ind there must be provision made for 
the cooking and eating. 
The best 


camp outat, both for the stove and the 
table, is of the blue and white enamel 
ron ware, which is light and durable 
and not unpleasing to look at. Stone 
china 's ugly as well as heavy and 
anything finer or more fragile is out of 
the question. 


Table linen, too, !s better dispensed 


with as far as possible. It one cannot 
be happy without a tablecloth ills well 
to take a colored one, but a white oil- 
cloth comes in well as a substitute. 
Japanese paper napkins are batter than 
damask. Washing and ironing should 
be spared the campers as much as pos- 
sible. 


The women who enjoy outdoor sports 


are very fortunate when they go camp- 
ing. 
I do not refer only to the lucky 


women who love to fi3h and row or 
who can handle a gun. 
They may be 


considered supremely blest. But the 
advantages of an outdoor fad, already 
dwelt upon in these columns, are felt

le growing of a new one in its place, 
and cleft grafting 13 the means em- 
ployed. 


In cleft grafting stock is split down- 


ward, after it has been cut off at the 
point where the scion is to be inserted, 
3y using a fine tooth saw. 
The bark 


should be cut through first to avoid 
jeing torn and so that the sides of the 
cleft will be smooth. A wedge is in- 
serted to keep the cleft open for the 
Insertion of the scion, which is cut 
wedge shape, with a long slope, one 
edge being a little thicker than the 
other. The object of this is to have 
the pressure of tbe cleft greatest upon 
the outer side where the union is to 
be effected. 


If the stock is large enough, a graft 


may Le inserted on each side of the 
cleft, and if both grow one should 
eventually be cut off. After the scions 
have been properly inserted the weilge 
should be carefully withdrawn, leav- 
ing the scion in place, so that the Inner 
bark of the scion and tbe stock shall 
coincide. If the pressure of the cleft 
be not sufficient to hold the scion in 
place, it must be wrapped with cloth or 
strings before waxing. 


It is now ready for the grafting wax, 


which may be applied either in liquid 
form with n brush or in plastic condi- 
tion after having been worked with 
the hands, or sometimes by wrapping 
with strips of muslin or manila paper 
previously spread with wax. 
Great 


care should be taken to make every 
joint air tight, or the operation will be 
n failure. 


Good MuluhlnB Mntorlnl. 


Shingle edgings (shingle hnlr) are ex- 


cellent for mulching either apple trees 
or strawberry plants. As in tho raise 
of sawdust, it is butler to use material 
that is not quite fresh or take precau- 
tions so as to keep it from packiup 
closely about the base of the tree.
